PROTEST THAT COURT 


'ERRED IN A DECISION 


Hail Company Special Agents 


Seek Rehearing of 


Action. 


F. A. Wood and M. Witzenberg, 


held by a recent supreme court 
decision, to be liable as special 
agents in charge of the liquidation 
of the Lincoln Hail Insurance com- 
pany for $12,633, asked that tri- 
bunal Wednesday for a rehearing. 
They say that the judgment and 
opinion of the court ignores un- 
disputed facts in the record which 
justify a reversal of the judgment 
entered in the district court of 
Lancaster county or a modifica- 
tion of the judgment. They say 
that 
the 
opinion charges them 


"with misappropriation of funds, 
which is a criminal act involving 
malicious intent and moral turpi- 
tude, whereas the entire record 
shows that their acts with respect 
to the trust were done under an 
honest belief that they were au- 
thorized to so act, and as such 
the imputation of a criminal act 
unjustly defames the appellants." 
They add that the judgment re- 
quires them to pay a greater sum 
than is required to discharge all 
of the remaining liabilities of the 
company, with a sum left over to 
which nobody has any claim. 


The opinion was based on the 


finding of law that defendants had 
no legal authority to use the loss 
fund for paying expenses of the 
liquidation. In the request for a 
rehearing it is pointed out that 
$26,000 of the loss fund had pre- 
viously bee i lost by the acts of 
others. In i sing the loss fund for 
expenses they say they acted un- 
der an honest mistake of law. 
They say the record shows that 
the attorney general presented an 
application for use of the part of 
the loss funds to pay former offi- 
cers of the company in a settle- 
ment made, and that these officers 
are the chief beneficiaries of the 
judgment in this case. They say 
that even the district court and 
the then head of the insurance de- 
partment acted 
under the same 


misapprehension of law, and sug- 
gest that if there is to be any 
putting back of these funds the 
burden should be prorated among 
those who received it. 
To allow 


the opinion to stand, they say, will 
destroy their position in society 
and make them the object of sus- 
picion and distrust. 
Attention is 


also called to the fact that when 
they were appointed they were au- 
thorized by court order to check 
against any 
funds belonging to 


the company for the purpose of 
paying expenses of their trust, and 
that within four months after they 
took charge they reported to the 
court that the premium notes were 
practically worthless and that the 
loss fund was about all that re- 
mained.

THE DEATH CASE 


County Attorney Decides to 


Take No Criminal Action 


Against Ford. 


Co. Atty. Towle issued a state- 


ment Wednesday saying that he 
will not file a complaint against 
Aaron Ford, w h o s e car was 
wrecked at 10th and Oak streets 
Tuesday morning, resulting in the 
death of J. J, Alberts, Brookings, 
S. D. Towle's statement follows: 


"I have come to the conclusion that a 
criminal 
complaint should 
not 
be 
filed 
against Aaron Ford. I have consulted with 
some members of the coroner's jury, who 
feel that a prosecution should not be had 
accident and the circumstances surrounding 
It, 
I am also giving serious consideration 
to the recommendation of H- E. Jennings, 
f.i!her-in-law of the deceased, and Herman 
G. Alberta, father of the deceased, Who 
requested 
that 
no 
criminal 
proceedings 
should be Instituted. 
I am satisfied that 
even tho a criminal complaint were filed, 
in no event could a conviction be secured." 


The county attorney said that 
Mr. Jennings spent several hours 
in his office Wednesday morning. 
Ford reported to the county attor- 
ney at 8:30 a. m. and waited at 
the county attorney's office and 
with the sheriff until he was fi- 
nally permitted to go. Towle said 
Ford was deeply grieved over the 
death of Alberts. A member of the 
Detroit firm of which Ford is an 
employe 
came to Lincoln and 
called upon the county attorney. 
He said Ford had been a splendid 
employe, and they wanted to do all 
they could to i help him.

No Evidence of Injuries or 


Foul Play, Coroner 


Says.

Healy, famous ^stage and screen 
comedian, died of heart 
disease 


and lung congestion Tuesday with 
no evidence of injuries from foul 
play, Coroner F. A. Nance 
an- 


nounced after an autopsy. 


A discolored eye and two clips 


holding a wound over the other 
eye led police to believe the ac- 
tor's death may 
have 
resulted 


from 
injuries 
suffered 
Sunday 


night when Healy was making the 
rounds df the film capital's gay 
night spots, to celebrate the birth 
of a son. 


Coroner 
Nance 
said Healy's 


death was "wholly due to natural 
causes." 


Police had investigated reports 


of a fight Healy allegedly engaged 
in Sunday night in a fashionable 
night club. 


At first it was announced that 


death had been due to a "stroke." 
But his physician. Dr. Wyland 
Lamont, refused to sign a cer- 
tificate setting forth the cause of 
death. He had found a large welt 
over one eye, indicating that a 
severe blow might have been at 
least a contributing factor. 


Man Mountain Dean, the wrest- 


ler, who accompanied Healy to a 
Hollywood doctor's office, reported 
that he had been standing in front 
of the Plaza hotel at 2-30 a. m. 
when a taxicab rolled up and the 
comedian staggered out, bleeding 
from a cut over one eye. 


Dean said Healy blurted out an 


incoherent story that he had been 
struck at the Trocadero, but was 
in such a condition 
he did 
not 


know who had hit him. The Tro- 
cadero manager denied it.

Warden O'Grady paused

of Christmas packages and letters 
for inmates at the penitentiary to 
deliver a tribute to the Christmas 
spirit 


"We haven't found a single piece 


of contraband in the holiday~pack- 
ages," he said, "in fact, we haven't 
for a number of Christmases." 


"But," added the man who Is 


responsible for 952 inmates, "we 
haven't relaxed the inspection a 
bit for we can't afford to take one 
chance." 


Supt. Jcspersen of the reforma- 


tory also reported that his Btaff 
was flwamped too with the holiday 
mail and packages. Nothing hns 
been found this season, altho thr»re 
has In thp past. No chances are 
being taken. 


At both institutions every pack- 
age, every letter is subject to thoro 
scrutiny. 


''We open every package," said 


O'Grady. "Where there is cake we 
probe the 
cake 
in 
dozens of 
places, we examine every piece of 
candy, every pie, every gift that is 
sent in. We don't permit canned 
goods to come in." 


The prison guards look espe- 
cially for tiny hacksaw blades and 
other metal items that might be 
of use to unruly prisoners, and for 
narcotics. 


But the narcotic problom at Ne- 


braska is not so much of a head- 
ache as it is in neighboring states.

WALLACE PREPARES TO 


ALLOCATE ROAD FUNDSj 


Congress Failed io Amend 


Highway Act as Presi- 


dent Requested. 


WASHINGTON. 
(UP). presi- 
dent Roosevelt in a letter to Chair- 
man Cartwrlght (d., Okl.), of the 
house 
roads 
committee 
warned, 
congress that it must "accept full 
responsibility" if it exceeds the 
budget in appropriating money for 
hig-hways. 


WASHINGTON. 
(UP). 
Secre- 


tary of Agriculture Wallace pre- 
pared to allocate $214,000,000 in 
federal highway funds to states 
against the wishes of President 
Roosevelt. 


Adjournment of the special ses- 


,ion of congress without amend- 
ing the federal highway act, as 
requested by Mr. Roosevelt, made 
it mandatory that Wallace an- 
nounce allocation of the funds be- 
fore Jan. 1. The president asked 
congress in a special message in 
November to amend the act to 
permit cancellation of allocations 
for the next fiscal year. 
He also 


asked that federal highway ap- 
propriations, beginning in 1939, be 
restricted to between 575,000,000 
and $100,000,000. 


The reduction in road expen- 


ditures was essential, the president 
said, to his efforts to balance the 
budget. 


The highway act directs the sec- 


retary of agriculture to make al- 
locations before Jan. 1 preceding 
the fiscal year in which they are 
to apply. 
The act is applicable 


only to the 1938 and 1939 fiscal 
years. 


Wallace allocated 
$214,000,000 


last December for work in the 1938 
fiscal year which began last July 1 
but congress has not yet appro- 
priated the money thus obligated. 


The act requires that Wallace 


allocate 
$125,000,000 
for 
main 


highways 
and 
$25,000,000 
for 


farm-to-market 
roads, 
to 
be 


matched dollar for dollar by the 
states. 
An additional $50,000,000 


will be allocated for grade cros.-*- 
ing elimination and $14,000,000 for 
road;; in national parks without 
requirement for state matching.

The order was issued after the 
commission had received reports 
that a few holders of class C li- 
cences in Omaha, a class of license 
which permits the sale of either 
beer of whisky by the package or 
drink, were making the gift. 


When a patron came in with 


trembling hands to buy his first 
glaas of beer the bartender would 
aajft "Have you had a shot of 
wfilBky this morning?" The custo- 
mer recovering from his surprise 
at* the chance of a free drink 
would generally be quick on the 
up-take at such a question and 
naturally, regardless of the truth 
ojgftis answer, reply positively no. 
H^ would get his free drink, and 
perhaps feel so rich that he might 
spend his last cent, forgetting the 
children at home were without 
Christmas 
presents 
or possibly 


food and shoes, and might order 
a tew more beers, expecting to get 
another free drink of whisky as 
a chaser. 


"The commission takes the po- 


sition," said Chairman McEaehen, 
"that the giving away of whisky 
Is promoting intemperance rather 
thgin temperance." 


WcEachen pointed to section 97 


of the state liquor law which 
makes 
the 
grandiloquent 
and 


sometimes questioned declaration 
that "this act shall be liberally 
construed to the end that the

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WHEAT ACREAGE FOR 


STATE SHOWS UPTURN 


Increase Is 7 Percent and 


Is the Largest on 


Record. 


The acreage sown to 
winter 


wheat in Nebraska this fall is 7 
percent larger than a year ago, 
and the largest acreage on record, 
according to the Nebraska Co-Op- 
erative Crop & Livestock Report- 
Ing Service. Rye acieage is & per- 
cent smaller than last year. The 
condition of winter wheat is higher 
than a year ago but still below av- 
erage. The estimated acieage of 
winter wheat sown in the fall of 
1937 
is 4,721,000 acres compared 


With 4,412,000 acres sown in the 
fall of 1936 and the 1927-31 aver- 
age of 3,667,000 acres. With the 
exception 
of 
southwestern 
Ne- 


braska, most of 
the 
important 


winter wheat areas of the state 
show Increases in acreage 
over 


last year. There was less winter 
wheat sown in north central and 
northeastern counties. 
It is re- 


ported that there is a larger than 
usual amount of summer fallow 
land sown to winter wheat this 
year. 
The lack of moisture de- 


layed seeding in the drier sections 
of the state but after October ramfi 
most of the winter wheat intended 
for next year's crop had been 
sown. 
The condition of winter wheat in 


Nebraska is 71 pel cent compared 
with the abnormally low condition 
of 58 percent a year ago and the 
ten year average condition of 86 
percent. The condition of 58 per- 
cent for last year's crop was the 
owest condition figure on record 
for that date and was an early in- 
dication of the terrific abandon- 
ment which took place during last 
winter and the early spring of 
.937. 
Abandonment of last year's 


crop was put at 1,151,000 acres. 


The condition of wheat in the 


Panhandle is much better than it 
was a year ago. 
The estimated 


Dec. 1 condition for this area was 
80 percent compared with 49 per- 
cent a year ago. All other areas 
n the state show a higher condi- 
tion than last year except south- 
eastern Nebraska. 
The condition 


of winter wheat in southeastern 
Nebraska on Dec. 1 this year is 
onjy 69 percent compared with a 
condition of 73 percent last year. 
In south central Nebraska the esti- 
mated condition is 68 percent, the 
.owest condition of any area in the 
state on Dec. 1 but even in this 
area wheat is better than it was a 
year ago when the condition was 
•eported at 50 percent. 


Grasshoppers did - considerable 


damage to wheat this fall. 
In 


some areas entire fields were de- 
stroyed and in most areas of the 
state grasshoppers worked around 
;he edges of wheat fields causing 
farmers to resow the 
damaged1 


spots. 


The estimated rye acreage sown 


this fall is 720,000 acres compared 
with 758,000 sown a year ago. The 
Dec. 
1 condition of rye is 73 per- 


cent compared with 56 
percent 
last year. All areas pf the state 
report rye going into the winter in 
better condition than it did a year 
ago, except in southeastern Ne- 
braska. The Dec. 1 condition of 
rye in this area is reported at 70 
percent compared with 73 percent 
a year ago.

frontiers where they again sank to 
the levels of their environment.

osity born of isolation, hospitality

U. S. highway expenditures had 
been accepted by congress before 
Jan. 1, less than half the $7,347,- 
000 allotment would have been 
available. 
Congressional inaction, 


however, did not affect the 1940 
federal highway program, which 
would give Nebraska only $2.540,- 
000 under the president's proposal. 


Filley has pointed out that avail- 


able state funds by June 30, 1939, 
for matching $5,645,000 in federal 
moneys will be short $1,000,000. 
He said it would be necessary for 
the 1039 legislature to appropri- 
ate additional funds if full ad- 
vantage of the regular federal and 
allotment is to be had.'"- 
It will not be necessary to match 


$1,702,000 in federal grade cross- 
ing separation funds which w'ill be 
available to Nebraska during 1938 
and 1939.

CORONER'S JURY SAYS 


FORD'S CAR GOING FAST 


Driver of Car Figuring in 


Fatal Accident Is Re- 


leased by Towle. 


A coroner's jury sitting at Cas- 


tle, Roper & Matthews Tuesday 
night found that J. J. Alberts of 
Brookings, S. D,, who was killed 
near 10th and Oak sts. at about 
1:25 a. m. Tuesday, came to his 
death "as a result of an automo- 
bile accident, in a car owned and 
driven by Aaron Ford; said auto- 
mobile 
accident 
resulted 
from ! 
operation of a motor vehicle at 
high rate of speed considering the 
condition of the highway." 


Aaron Ford, 31, Detroit, took 
the witness stand, after being in- 
formed by County Attorney Towle 
that any statements made by him 
at the inquest or that had been 
made to the officers could be used 
as evidence. He said he wanted 
to give Ford a chance to tell his 
story but he was still undecided 
whether he should file a complaint 
against him. Ford could tell hi: 
•tory if he cared to. Ford's tes- 
timony followed that of Dr. Lynn 
Sharrar of the city health depart- 
ment and of Officer Emil Conley 
of the police department. 
Ford 


was released subject to call after 
the verdict was received. 
Ford testified that he and Al- 
bei ts, who had been working' to- 
g-ether on a job at the Havelock 
shops, had started on their way to 
Lincoln from Way's Inn at about 
1 a. m., where they had drunk 
three or four 10 cent glasses of 
beer. He said that neither he nor 
Alberts was intoxicated when they 
left the inn. 


He and Alberts were laughing 
and talking" when he looked up 
and saw the curve where No. 10th 
st. intersects the Y of highway 
No. 77 and the old S. Y. A. high- 
way. 
He said all that he remem- 


bered was that he tried to make 
the turn and he knew that he 
skidded off the road. , He'said he 
was going pretty fast', "about 50 
miles an hour." 


Did Not See Curve. 


Towle 
asked 
Ford 
what 
he 


thought caused the accident. Ford 
eaid it was because he did not see 
the curve. If he had known the 
road and had been watching for 
the curve he could have made the 
turn at the speed he was going. 
He had been over the road about 
four times. He was driving a 1937 
model car. He said he was con- 
scious all the time after the acci- 
dent and got out thru the door of 
the car. He was looking for Al- 
berts and calling for him. 


Some people came up when he 
got out of the car and he went 
across the street where Alberts 
was lying on the pavement. Ford 
did not know whether he put on 
the brakes. He had driven his car 
21,000 miles and had driven since 
1925. 


John Curtiss, one of the jurors, 
said Ford had told officers he was 
going from 60 to 65 miles an hour. 
He inquired why Ford changed his 
tesetimony to 50. Ford said he was 
so upset at the time he did not 
know what he was saying. He did 
not know at what speed he was 
going. 
Ford testified that he met Al- 
berts at about 9 p. m. Monday and 
they went to Havelock to inspect 
some work. Ford said he was an 
erection foreman employed by the 
R. C. Mahon company of Detroit 
and Alberts, a stoker man for a 
Detroit company. They had known 
each other 
for about 
a month. 


They left the Havelock shops about 
11:45 p. m., and Alberts suggested 
that they go to Way's Inn and get 
some beer. 
Ford said he 
drank 
-beer every day. He and 
Alberts 


had drunk 
some beer 
together 
nearly every evening. He took Al- 
berts to and from work in his car 
each day. 


Made a Blood Test. 


Dr. Sharrar told of being called 


to the scene of the accident where 
he saw that the car had 
turned 
ovei in the dirt inside the Y pav- 
ing. Alberts was lying on the pave- 
ment to the right of the car and 
about 30 feet from it. Alberts was 
taken to the Lincoln General hos- 
pital where an examination showed 
he died of a fractured skull. Death 
was almost instantaneous in the

opinion of Dr. Sharrar. 
Dr. Sharrar said he took a sam- 


ple of Ford's blood and turned it 
over to the health department. The 
health department made analysis 
of it. It showed 2.8 milligrams of 
alcohol to 100 cc of blood. 
Dr. 
Sharrar said this was a high test. 
Any over 2.3 indicated intoxica 
tion, he said, according to the lab- 
oratory rule. 
When Officer Conley was on the 


stand County Attorney Towle said 
that there was a conflict between 
the report shown from the blood 
test by the health department and 
the report made by Officer Con- 
ley. Conley said Ford rode to the 
police station with him and from 
the station to the Lincoln Genera 
hospital. 
"In your opinion," County At- 


torney 
Towle 
asked, 
"state 
whether Ford was intoxicated?' 
"I couldn't say he was in 
state of intoxication." Conley said 
he had made the same report to 
the night captain of police. 


Upon a report made by Con- 
ley under ability to walk, Conley 
said he had encircled the word 
"normal." He had done the same 
on the question of Ford's ability 
to stand, and also listed his speech 
as "normal." Ford was hysterical 
and crying after the acicdent. Con- 
Icy said Ford answered his ques- 
tions readily and showed no signs 
of intoxication in his speech. Con- 
ley was asked by one of the jurors 
if a shock might sober a man up 
and Conley said it was the general 
opinion that a shock or fright had 
a sobering effect. 


Conley and Sharrar both said 
they could find no witnesses to the 
accident. Conley said that Ford 
told him he had been drinking 
beer. 
County 
Attorney 
Towle 


asked twice for volunteers who 
may have seen the accident, but 
there was no response. The jurors 
were: John Curtiss, 1615 So.

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JAPANESE BELIEVED 


BLOCKADE BEING RUN 


Panay Probably Fired on for 


Its Protection of Oil 


Ships. 


BY DAVID LAWRENCE. 


WASHINGTON. (Copyright). 
When an episode occurs as im- 
portant to the possible interruption 
of friendly relations between two 
powerful nations as the sinking 
of a war vessel by military action, 
It is imperative that every angle 
of the affair be thoroly explored, 
not only to pi event its repetition, 
but to place the blame exactly. 
The big unanswered question 


Which ought to be met by careful 
Inquiry Ir this: What motive or 
purpose or design did the Jap- 
anese commander really have for 
ordering an attack on a warship 
flying the f!ag of a power with 
which Japan Is at peace ? 
It now is conceded that the. 
American flag was plainly visible 
from the air. It is conceded, too, 
that there were shots fired from 
surface craft at the American ship. 
tt Is revealed also that a. Japanese 
officer boarded tin warship before 
tee airplanes dropped 1 ombs. 
Nof It might be inferred that 
tile Japanese officers thought they 
knew what they were doing. They 
were launching an atticl: not only 
Jlgainst the American vessel and 
Those on board, but also on the 
oil tankers being escorted up the 
river or lying near the Panay. 
Japan has'frankly admitted that 
* "mistake" was made, but the 
§uery still -ersists—what was in 


he minds of the Japanese officers 
who ordered the attack? 
It dots not sound plausible to 
say that the local Japanese com- 
mandant was undertaking to chase 
0.11 foreign warships 
from 
the 
Yangtze river merely because he 
was trying- to provoke the foreign 
governments Into some sort of 
action. 
It would appear highly 
unlikely that the Japanese officer 
who was responsible tried in any 
way to do that which would make 
an International incident and cause 
embarrassment to his own gov- 
ernment. 


Felt He Was Doing Right. 


The 
'only 
explanation 
which 
seems to be logical is that the 
Japanese in command of the forces 
on air and land near the vicinity 
of the Panay felt he had a legal 
right to attack the Panay. Doubt- 
less because, under the old theory 
of "blockade"—a term of inter- 
national law—the American gun- 
fcoat could not legally protect a 
merchant ship carrying contra- 
band goods to a territory occupied 
by "belligerents." 
Technically speaking, a "block- 
ade" has to be proclaimed and 
notice given to all foreign powers. 
Likewise there has to be a recog- 
nition of the existence of "bellig- 
erents." which is but another way 
of saying there must be some for- 


/*< mal "declaration of war" or state 


of "civil war." 
But, for reasons best knbwn to 
the Japanese and the Chinese, war 
has never been officially "de- 
clared" and likewise no "block- 
ade" has been officially under- 
taken. That is the principal reason 
why the United States government 
and other governments have not 
issued the customary "neutrality" 
proclamation which warns private 
shipping to keep out of war zones 
and the risks that are incurred by 
BO doing. 


V 


From the viewpoint of the Jap- 
anese commander, however, who 
" may have been uninformed about 
these latest wrinkles in "interna- 
tional law"—If the term can still 
be used—the American warship 
was protecting oil tankers which 
in turn supply kerosene to the Chi- 
nese people against whom Japan 
has been carrying on a military 
and naval movement. To snip 
kerosene into China is to do what 
in a situation of formally declared 
war might be an unneutral act. 
For it cannot be doubted that 
kerosene would today be on the 
formal list of contraband, that is 
articles banned from unimpeded 
export to the territory of a bellig- 
erent. 
Tlie Panay and the oil tankers 
she was protecting were doubtless 
regarded by the Japanese officer 
as "blockade lunners" and as such 
entitled to no more consider ation 
than would be any vessels which 
actually carried Chinese tvoopa 
from one port to another on the 
Yangtze. 
The Japanese commandant made 
a mistake. There is no blockade 
and hence no unneutial act in a 
formal sense, but can it be doubted 
that 
the 
Japanese commander 


made up his mind that the estab- 
lishment of anothei supply point 
for dehvei mg keiosene to the Chi- 
nese should be stopped even if he 
had to fne on and sink the wnr- 
elnp of a friendly powei ? 
Now the importance of such an 


exposition is that it leads us riRht 
back to the question of whether 
theie is today any intei national 
law at all. A Japanese govern- 
ment which makes a sciap of 
paper of the nine power treaty 
is in of feet telling all her militaiy 
and naval commanders that inter- 
national law does not exist so fat- 
as Japan is concerned. Why th^n 
should any Japanese officer quar- 
tered in an area of war operations 
be required to give much thought 
to the niceties of such things as 
"blockade" or "belligerency" or 
"undeclared war"? 
The American people are en- 
titled to know the facts of what 
happened even tho Japan has ap- 
ologized for the "mistake," be- 
cause, if Japan feels she has a 
right to open fire on any American 
warship escorting vessels carrying 
American clti7ens and their prop- 
erty, the new policy becomes of 
interest to the governments not 
only of the United States, but 
Great Britain, France, Holland and 
other nations which have been 
shipping goods to China either for 
the use of the civilian population 
or for the armed forces.

"CATARRHAL FEVER" Is a 


name suggested by physicians for 
that malady usually known as "cold 
in the head". It is a common dis- 
order and is almost universal at 
this time of the year. 


Only recently I pointed out to 


you the many dangers of neglect- 
ing colds, grippe and influenza. Let 
me speak again about the impor- 
tance of immediate care for these 
disorders, which are similar in 
Aiany ways, and widespread in 
their attacks against the human 
family. 


Despite the tremendous advances 


made in the study of germs, in 
many diseases the actual cause or 
germ has not as yet been discov- 
ered. This Is true of catarrhal fever. 
Undoubtedly, many factors contrib- 
ute to the development of this dis- 
order. This statement is confirmed 
by lack of uniformity in its per- 
formance. ' 
There is no denying the impor- 
tance of keeping the body as 
healthy as possible at all times. It 
is known tha,. ^e the body has a 
lowering of its resistance against 
germs, catarrhal fever occurs. In 
addition, exposure to cold, with 
sudden chilling, is a common fore- 
runner of an infection of the upper 
air passages. 
Fatigue, excessive 


exercise, immoderate indulgence in 
alcohol, the lack of vitamins In the 
diet and chronic nasal sinusitis are 
factors that must not be over- 
looked^ 


Spreads Rapidly 


Catarrhal fever is usually preva- 
lent in places where many persons 
congregate. 
It is rapidly spread 
among people who attend churches, 
schools, theaters and other indoor 
meeting places. In times of severe 
epidemics it is well that such gath- 
erings be avoided. 


The victim of "cold In the head" 
usually complains 
of chilliness, 


aches and pain all over the body, 
headache and loss of taste and 
smell. The eyes run, fever Is pres- 
ent, and tha patient complains of 
excessive weakness. 
Cough and 
sweating may be present. 
The 


severity of any of these symptoms 
determines the extent of the infec- 
tion. 


Aa I have indicated, it is best 


from the health standpoint that 
care be taken to avoid crowded 
meeting places during 
seasons 


when catarrhal fever Is prevalent. 
Avoid excessive fatigue and chilling 
of the body, exposure to rain or 
sleet, or any other factor which 
will lower the resistance of the 
body.

A PLEA FOR BIGGER AND 


BETTER PASSES. 


[CoDJTlcbt: IDS?: By Ely CulberUon.] 
For years I have b«n writing that 


players do not fully "appreciate thi 
value of that simple word "pass.1 


The national examination further con 
vinced me of this fact. In every ques- 
tion where " pass" was the correct 
answer, contestants proved that that 
is a call made only with the greatest 
reluctance. This observation applies 
particularly to those situations In 
which the opponents could be trapped 
Into a disastrous contract. Take ques- 
tion No. 46, for example:

I was so sure that most readers 


would either double the heart bid or 
overcall with no trump, that I gave 
a two point prize for passing, and no 
demerit for either of the mentioned 
bids. Of course, the 102 pugnacious 
Individuals who bid two no trump 
had to be chastized to the tune of 
two demerits. Only 340 contestants 
earned the two point reward for mak- 
ing the proper trap pass. Five hun- 
dred and seventy-eight bid no trump 
and one hundred and fifty-three 
doubled for a take-out. I had been 
very careful in laying out South's 
hand, and in stating the conditions 
of vulnerability that made a trap 
pass so attractive. South did not hold 
so much that he had to fear the one 
heart bid being passed all around. We 
all know how lightly opening bids 
are kept open by the responder. In 
.his case South could see that if West 
bids even one no trump, the vulner- 
able opponents are going to be In 
trouble. If North passes to one no 
trump and East does likewise, South 
hould make a delayed double, which 
t Inself will be a very strong urge 
hat North pass for penalties. If But 
ihooses to rebld his hearts, or an- 
ither suit, a highly lucrative penalty 
hould result.
